1 . BASED PRIMARILY ON PARAS 2 AND 6 REFTEL A, DEPARTMENT 
CONFIDENTIAL 

CONFIDENTIAL 
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AND INVOLVED US AGENCIES HOPE THAT WILLIAMS SUCCEEDS IN 
PERSUADING THE EC TO ADOPT THE PROPOSAL FOR IAEA INSPECTORS 
TO ACCOMPANY EURATOM INSPECTORS ON A RANDOM BASIS IN 50 OF 
THREE- AND NINE-MONTH INSPECTIONS OF LWR’S, PARTICULARLY 
SINCE THIS FORMULATION INVOLVES TEMPORARY REGIME FOR NEXT 
2-3 YEARS. WE ARE SATISFIED THAT "50 SOLUTION” ON RANDOM 
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BASIS WILL WORK MORE IN FAVOR OF TIMELINESS OF DETECTION 
GOALS FOR LWR'S THAN WOULD PRIOR FORMULATIONS SUCH AS IAEA 
INSPECTORS ACCOMPANYING EURATOM INSPECTORS "ON OCCASIONAL 
AND LIMITED BASIS". 

2. THIS COMPROMISE SOLUTION IS UNIQUELY APPLICABLE TO THIS 
ONE ASPECT OF IAEA-EURATOM NEGOTIATIONS AND SHOULD NOT BE 
VIEWED AS A PRECEDENT FOR IAEA SAFEGUARDS IN OTHER STATES 
OR FOR OTHER ASPECTS OF IAEA SAFEGUARDS IN EURATOM STATES. 

3. WITH REGARD TO PARA 6 REFTEL A AND THE PROPOSED "50 
SOLUTION" YOU (WITHOUT CONTACTING HOST OFFICIALS) ARE 
REQUESTED ASAP TO: 

PROVIDE ASSESSMENT OF CURRENT VIEWS OF THE EC, THE FRG 
AND THE AGENCY ON THE PROPOSED SOLUTION; 

- ESTIMATE THE UTILITY AND LIKELY COSTS OF A FURTHER USG 
EFFORT TO SOLICIT EC (INCLUDING EC NINE AND PARTICULARLY 
FRG) SUPPORT FOR THE PROPOSED SOLUTION; 

- ADVISE US OF YOUR VIEWS AS TO POSSIBLE SCENARIOS SUCH 
AN APPROACH FOR SUPPORT MIGHT TAKE. 

4. FOR BONN. IT IS OUR UNDERSTANDING THAT FRG IN THE PAST 

HAS PERHAPS HAD THE MOST VOCAL OBJECTIONS TO US INVOLVEMEN 
IN THIS N:GOTIATION PROCESS. FOR THAT REASON. EMBASSY'S 
ASSESSMENT IS ALSO REQUESTED ON THE FOLLOWING: 
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- WOULD THE FRG REGARD SUCH FURTHER USG EFFORT (SEE PARA 
IN THE SUBSTANCE OF NEGOTIATIONS AS USEFUL OR COUNTER- 
PRODUCTIVE? 

- HOW LIKELY IS IT THAT THE FRG WOULD INTERPRET SUCH 
FURTHER USG EFFORT AS ONE OF "COLLUSION" WITH THE USSR, OR 
AS AN ATTEMPT TO "IMPOSE" A SOLUTION ON THE PARTIES (IAEA, 
EURATOM) DIRECTLY INVOLVED.
